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OBITUARY,

Comie do Regunud-Deo-Natnt-Jonn-1"Angelly,

The cable announces the death of Anguste-Michel-
Marie-Etienne, Comte de * Regnand-De-Salnt-Tean-
D'Angelly, Marshal of France, who expired yester-
day at Paris, aged seventy-five yoars, He was the
#on of the famous French genoral of the same name,
and was born on thoe #0th of July, 1794, He entered
the military school of 8t Germaln in 1811, and In
1912 le was nsslgned to service w8 subslieutenant in

the grand army designed for the Invasion of
Rusita, At the battle of Leipgic his regiment
WaAS almost  entirely cut Lo pleced, but  he
made his escape and took part (0 the conoluding

campalgns of Napoleon. On the feld of Waterloo
he distinguished himsell by his valor, and was noml-
natedfehes d'escadron by the Emperor, He aceopted
service under the restoration, and distingulshed
himself by his military talents, Tn 1525 he accom-
panied General Malson to the Morea, and took part
in the campalgn there, winning high honors, In 1840
he was appointed to the military command of the
Department of Meurthe, and in 1848 on the esita.
blishment of the republie, he was placed in com-

mand of the Army of the Alps, and shortly
after he was made General of Division.
In 1849 he was returnod ot the Leglalative

Assembly by the Charente Inferionre, and for sbouf
a fortnight in 158061 he held the portfolio of the War
Department, After the eoup d'efat he hecame a Seni-
tor, and In 1850 e was created & Marahal of France,
He was made Grand Omoer of the Logion of Honor
in January, 1349, and in December of the same year
he received the Grand Cross. He was Viee-Prealdent
of the Senate in 1562, and at the time of his death he
was Colonel of the lmperial Guards,
= L hrnnt

Cinude Alphonse Delnnme.

This distingulshed French lawyer and statesman,
whose death {8 announced by cable, was born at
Varzy, In the Department of Nlevre, on the 6th of
April, 1797, e stodied law nnder the patronage of
M. Dupin, Jr., and was admitted to the Paris bar,
where he speedily acquired distinotion, and was
elected & member of the Council in 1831 and batto-
nler in 1847, In 1540 he was elected Advocate-General
of the Cour de Cassation, and in 1547 Procureur-
General of the Conr Royal of Paris. In spiteof a
bitter opposition In 1846, he wns clected Deputy for
Cosmes, in the Department of Nievre, and
retained his seat until  the revolution of
1848, when he resumed his place at the Paris bar, e
embraced the cause of Loulk Napoleon, and in 1860
he was appointed President of the Bureau de "As-
sistance Judiciaire de la Couar de Cassation, Injissi,
shortly alter the conp @’ofat, he wis nominated Pre-
sldent of the section of the loterior for Pable In-
struction and Worship in the Council of State; and
e was one of the commissioners chosen to repre-
gont the Government in the deliberations of the
Senate relative to the re-establishment of the em-
pire. Im1st2 he hecame Procurenr-General of the
Cour de Cas=ation in place of M, Duapin, and in De-
comber of the

same  vear wis  appointed
Chier F'resident of the Cour Imperi-
ale of Puris, and Wi created
Senator. In aaditlon, e wad Ao member of the

Munleipal and Departmental Commisslon of the
Seine and of the Imperial Councll of Pablic Instrocs
tion. In 1555 M. Delange succeeded General
Espinasgse as Minister of the Laterior, and in 1559 he
was appolated by decree Minister of Justice, with the
title of Keeper of the Seals, This oMece he resigued
June 28, 1803, He was chosen first Vice-Prosident of
the Senate on the 1sth of October, 1563, in place of
M. Rouland, and on the Sth of March, 1850, he was
eclected 8 member of the Academy of Moral and
Political Sciences. M. Delange was a Grand Cross
of the Legion of Honor, and he wus the aiuthor of a
work entitled ““T'ralte sur les Socletes Commerciales,”
and of several articles on jurisprudence contributed
Lo the Gazette des Tribunauds,
